interest among our oon people. This is the 
financial revolution which has been accom- 
plished by the shipment of our surplus 
products during the last few years. 
„Had we not had this surplus to export, 
what would have been our financial condi- 
tion? We would have been drained of every 
dollar of coin and of bullion to pay the in- 
terest on our foreign-held bonds and to pay 
tor our foreign purchases; we would have 
been unable to resume specie payments; the 
country would have been unable to resume 
production or eonsumption; labor would 
have been unamployed; and the prostration 
of 1873 would have been perpetuated to this 
time, and with no prospect of any recovery. 
The country was never so supplied with 
qppital seeking employment as now. The 
enormous rates of interest sought and ex- 
pected during the years of inflation and spee- 
ulation have been abandoned. The fact that 
$500,000,000 of bonds bearing only 4 per 
cént interest found purchasers at home within 
100 days gives proof that capital is now con- 
tent with a reasonable compensation. The

“They bad escaped the danger of raising the 
value of the coined rupee. it ought nat to be 
forgotten that in India bars of silver might be 
brought to the mint te be comed, aud gold ob- 
tained im exchange, and that all tracts were 
made in India ou the basis of a sil eurreney. 
lf any measure were adopted to close the mint, 
the privilege would be taken away from debtors 
of paying their debts th bh the medium of 
the coinage of silver bars. as it wise to dis- 
tard the whole of the internal transactions of 
India! He said more--Was it just to disturb 
the whole transactions of india, which were 
based on silver!“ 

Mr. Gosehen spoke of the influence of persons 
of fixed incomes, officiais, traders, bankers, and 
the Government itself, in favor of meddling 
with India for the establishment of a cold basis, 
and was glad the danger had been esvaped.

r. O'NEIL RUSSELL

to hear sp good a lecture, and attributed it to a 
lack of interest on the part of the irish peuple 
in the literature of their country. 

Mr. Russell, upon taking the platform, said 
he thought the size ef the audience was due to 
alack of advertising.
